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To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the 
Chertsey  Rural,  Chertsey,  Walton-on-Thames  and 
Weybridge,  Urban  District  Councils. 


Gkntlemen, 

I beg’  to  report  that  the  population  for  the  Districts  comprised 
in  the  Chertsey  Union  has  been  estimated  at  43,344  and  on  this  basis  the  Death 
Rate  for  the  combined  Districts  works  out  at  to  9 per  1000  which  is  0.7  per 
1000  below  the  similar  rate  for  the  previous  year  and  is  5.3  per  1000  below 
the  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 


The  Birth  Rate  is  considerably  lower  than  that  for  1903  being  only  20.4 
per  1000  as  against  24.3  per  1000  in  1903.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and 
Wales  has  been  given  as  27.9  per  1000. 


The  Rate  of  Infant  Mortality  is  i 14  per  lOOO  Births,  the  same  rate  in  1903 
being  86  per  1000. 


The  Rate  of  Infant  Mortality  for  the  year  in  the  Rural  Districts  of  England 
and  Wales  is  146  per  lOOO. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  notified  during  the  year,  367  cases  being  notified  from  the  four 
Districts,  an  average  of  rather  more  than  i case  a day.  In  1903,  249  cases 
were  notified  and  in  1902,  237. 
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The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  is  due  to  outbreaks 
of  Scarlet  Fever  that  occurred  in  the  Chertsey  Rural  and  Urban  Districts,  213 
cases  having  been  notified  from  those  two  Districts.  22  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurred  in  the  Weybridge  District  and  18  in  the  Walton  on-Thames 
District.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  in  the 
last  named  District  being  only  30.  The  average  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  that  have  occurred  in  each  of  the  four  Districts  during  the  past  ten 
years  are  as  follows —

I have  calculated  the  attack  rate  per  1000  of  the  population  in  each  of  the 
above  mentioned  Districts  comparing  the  average  number  of  notifications 
received  with  the  average  Population  during  the  years  1895-1904,  and  I find 
the  different  rates  to  be  as  follows  —

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  for  the  Chertsey  Urban 
District  is  exactly  double  that  for  the  Walton-on-Thames  District. 

The  difference  in  the  rates  between  these  two  Districts  for  the  year  under 
consideration  is  very  marked,  that  for  the  Chertsey  Urban  District  being  11.3 
per  looo  and  for  Walton-on-Thames  only  3.4.  per  lOOO.  This  is  caused  by 
the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  Chertsey  District  to  which  reference  has 
already  been  made  and  particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  report  on 
the  year  for  that  District. 
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I cannot  help  being  struck  by  the  diflference  of  the  incidence  of  Infectious 
Disease  in  these  two  Districts  which  otherwise  have  so  much  in  common  and 
at  present  I feel  unable  to  give  any  very  satisfactory  reason  that  would 
account  for  the  dilVerence. 


In  both  Districts  the  average  Birth  Rates  are  identical  as  are  the  average 
number  of  persons  per  house.  The  geograjdiical  situation  and  geological 
formation  of  both  are  practically  identical.  The  same  procedure  is  adopted 
in  both  Districts  for  dealing  with  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  as  they  arise  and 
the  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  two  Districts  is  equally  thorough.  There  are 
however  two  points  of  difference,  one  being,  that  whereas  Walton-on- 1 hame^ 
has  a water  carriage  system  of  sewage  disposal  the  Chertsey  District  had  up 
to  the  present  year  a cesspool  system  with  its  attendant  objections  and 
disadvantages,  and  the  other  point  is  that  the  proportion  of  children  of  a 
susceptible  age  is  greater  in  the  Cherisey  than  in  the  W^alton  Disti  ict,  the 
number  of  school  children  on  the  registers  showing  that  whereas  there  is  a 
proportion  of  169  school  children  per  looo  of  the  population  in  the  former 
District,  the  latter  has  a proportion  of  140  per  1000. 


rhe  sewerage  system  for  the  Chertsey  District  is  now  appi  oaching 
completion  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  another  year  has  passed  that  nearly 
all  of  the  houses  in  the  two  Wards  will  be  connected  with  the  Sewers,  one- 
half  of  the  houses  in  the  Addlestone  Ward  having  already  been  so  connected. 


There  is  one  point  in  connexion  with  the  Deaths  that  occurred  in  the 
Union  to  which  I wish  to  draw  your  attention  and  that  is  the  deaths 
of  infants  from  overlaying.  Altogether  there  were  5 Inc[uests  from  this  cause 
held  during  the  year  and  in  each  instance  the  verdict  brought  in  was  to  the 
effect  that  death  was  due  to  .suffocation,  whilst  the  child  was  in  bed  with  the 
parent  or  parents. 
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The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  Union  was  477  and  it  might  be 
thought  by  some  that  a matter  of  5 deaths  out  of  this  number  due  to 
accidental  causes  was  one  that  did  not  require  much  in  the  way  of  comment 
l)ut  those  5 deaths  represent  practically  5 per  cent  of  the  number  of  deaths 
under  i year  of  age  and  they  are  serious  in  that  they  were  so  easily 
preventible,  and  they  become  still  more  serious  when  we  consider  the 
consistent  fall  in  the  Birth  Rate  that  is  taking  place  not  only  in  the  Chertsey 
Union  Districts  but  all  over  England  and  Wales. 


In  London  about  1 inquest  in  i.|.  out  of  some  Sooo  i.ifi'uests  is  upon  a case 
of  overlaying  and  a few  months  ago  Dr.  Danfokd  Tho.mas,  the  Central  London 
Coroner  remarked  upon  the  apparent  indifference  shown  by  parents  to  the 
lives  of  their  children,  for  he  stated  that  during  each  year  he  held  inquests  on 
over  too  cases  of  suffocation  and  the  same  story  was  repeated  in  nearly  every 
case.  The  publication  of  an  essay  in  the  transactions  of  the  Medico  legal 
Society  led  to  appeal  to  the  Government  by  the  British  Medical  Association 
and  a Home  Office  Inquiry  followed  and  Dr.  Wynn  Wkstcott  gave  it  ^ls  his 
opinion  that  if  the  offence  of  suffocation  of  infants  could  be  dealt  with  by  a 
Court  of  Summary  jurisdiction  with  the  power  to  order  imprisonment  for  a 
week  or  two,  the  probability  is  that  the  deaths  from  this  cause  would  become 
more  rare. 


This  question  has  also  l)een  considered  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Weybridge 
Council  and  in  a letter  to  “ The  Times  ” on  the  subject  he  advocated  the 
common  sense  plan  of  abating  the  evil  by  the  provision  ot  some  cot  or  cradle 
which  need  not  be  beyond  the  reach  of  the  poorest,  for  an  ordinary  box 
could  be  easily  converted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  case  a certain 
remedy,  and  surely  a simple  one  against  the  danger  that  at  all  times  is 
associated  with  the  practice  of  allowing  babies  to  sleep  in  the  same  bed  with 
their  parents. 


In  Germany  there  is  a law  which  imposes  upon  parents  the  necessity 
of  providing  separate  accomodation  for  infants  with  the  result  that  cases 
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of  suffocation  are  very  rarely  heard  ot  there  and  when  any  do  occur  the 
parents  are  heavily  fined.  I hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  some 
such  measure  will  be  in  force  in  England,  for  hitherto,  the  verdicts 
of  Coroner’s  Inquests  have  had  but  little  effect  and  it  seems  high  time 
that  some  measures  were  resorted  to  that  would  have  the  effect  of  preventing 
as  far  as  possible  the  Infant  Mortality  due  to  suffocation  from  overlaying. 


The  question  of  Regulations  in  respect  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milkshops  has  been  fully  considered  by  the  Chertsey  Rural  and  Weybridge 
Urban  Councils,  both  Councils  resolving  to  adopt  the  series  of  Model 
Regulations  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  with  the  addition  of  two 
clauses  which  are  important  in  that  they  specify  a minimum  amount  of  lighting 
area  for  each  shed,  as  well  as  a minimum  amount  of  air  space  for  each 
cow,  whether  such  cow  is  habitually  grazed  or  not. 


The  two  additional  clauses  which  have  been  approved  of  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  are  as  follows — 

LIGHTING. 

Every  cow  keeper  shall  cause  every  cowshed  in  his  occupation  to  be 
lighted  in  such  manner  as  to  secure  the  passage  of  daylight  into  every  part 
of  the  interior  of  such  cowshed  ; provided  that  in  any  case  the  total  lighting 
area  (which  .shall  be  afforded  by  means  of  windows  or  other  permanent 
openings,  glazed  or  otherwise,  in  the  roof  or  walls)  in  any  cowshed  shall  not 
be  less  than  2 sq.  ft.  for  every  six  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  space  which  lies 
below  the  height  of  16ft.  from  the  floor  level. 


AIR  SPACE. 

A cow  keeper  shall  not  cause  or  allow’  any  cowshed  in  his  occupation  to 
be  occupied  by  a larger  number  of  cows  than  will  leave  not  less  than  six 
hundred  feet  of  air  space  for  each  cow. 
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Provided  as  follows  : — 

(a)  In  calculating-  the  air  space  for  the  purpose  of  this  reg-ulation,  no  space 

shall  be  reckoned  which  is  more  than  sixteen  feet  above  the 
floor  ; but  if  the  roof  or  ceiling-  is  inclined,  then  the  mean  height 
of  the  same  above  the  floor  may  be  taken  as  the  height  thereof  for 
the  purpose  of  this  regulation. 

(b)  This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  any  cowshed  constructed  and  used 

before  the  date  of  these  regulations  coming  into  effect  until  two 
years  after  that  date. 

* 

A veterinary  inspection  of  milch  cows  in  their  Districts  has  been  instituted 
by  the  Weybridge  and  Walton-on-Thames  Urban  District  Councils  and  has 
l)een  of  considerable  service.  It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  a similar 
arrangement  could  not  be  effected  in  the  Cheitsey  Uural  and  Urban  Districts 
but  the  Councils  of  those  Districts  considered  that  with  the  large  number 
of  Cowsheds  in  their  Districts  the  expense  of  an  efficient  veterinary 
examination  would  be  too  great. 


An  inquiry  was  held  at  Uorsell  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  by  the  County 
Council  with  respect  to  the  severance  of  that  Parish  from  the  Chertsey 
Rural  District  in  order  that  it  might  be  made  into  a separate  Urban  District. 


VVindlesham  had  also  made  application  for  Urban  Powers  but  in  neither 
instance  was  the  application  granted.  There  is  consequently  no  alteration  in 
the  constitution  of  the  Rural  District. 


The  Rural  Council  have  however  made  an  important  alteration  with 
regard  to  the  official  surveillance  of  their  District  for  they  realised  that  with 
a population  of  over  12,000  and  an  area  of  nearly  30,000  acres  it  was 
manifestly  impossible  for  one  man  to  carry  out  successfully  the  work 
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of  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector.  At  a meeting  held  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  they  accordingly  decided  to  abolish  the  joint  post  of  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  to  appoint  a duly  qualified  man  to  carry  out  the  work 
of  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  District.  Mr.  J.  Dowell  was  appointed  to  the 
office  and  commenced  his  duties  on  May  ist,  and  has  since  that  time  carried 
out  his  work  in  a very  satisfactory  manner. 

There  are  2S  different  Church  and  County  Schools  in  the  four  Districts 
and  the  distribution  of  these  to.^  ether  with  the  number  of  children  on  the 
register  are  as  follows —

The  total  number  of  children  on  the  different  registers  are  6583  and 
of  this  number  594  or  over  9 per  cent  are  under  5 years  of  age,  this  percentage 
for  the  different  Districts  varying  from  6.4  per  cent  in  the  Rural  District  to 
1 1.6  per  cent  in  the  Walton-on-7'hames  Urban  District. 

By  contrasting  the  number  of  children  under  5 with  those  above  that  age 
in  the  different  Infant  Schools  and  Infant  Departments  attached  to  the  larger 
Schools  I found  that  about  30  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  children 
attending  the  Infant  classes  were  children  under  5.  In  the  Windsor  Street 
School,  Chertsey,  the  number  on  the  register  was  172.  50  of  the  children 
attending  the  School  were  under  5 years  of  age.  This  is  equivalent  to  a 
percentage  of  29.  Similary  28  per  cent  attending  the  Weybridge  Infant 
School  were  under  5,  as  were  30  per  cent  attending  the  Walton  Infant 
School,  33  per  cent  attending  the  Infants  Department  of  the  Hersham 
Schools,  47  per  cent  attending  tl.e  Infants  Department  of  the  Oatlands  Park 
Schools,  36  per  cent  attending  Chapel  Park  Schools,  Addlestone,  and  54  per 
cent  attending  the  Infants  School,  Chertsey  Road.  Windlesham. 
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In  some  of  the  Schools  in  the  Districts  the  accomodation,  lig^hting  and 
ventilation  of  the  Infants  class  rooms  are  all  that  could  be  desired  but  in  others 
the  accomodation  is  cramped  and  the  lighting-  or  ventilation  defective  and 
radical  alterations  in  several  of  the  Schools  are  found  to  be  necessary  in  order 
to  provide  sufficient  and  proper  accomodation  for  the  present  needs  of  the 
Districts. 


From  the  figures  I have  given  it  will  be  seen  that  a material  reduction 
of  the  numbers  on  the  register  could  be  efl'ected  by  the  exclusion  of  all  children 
under  5 and  I am  of  the  o[)inion  that  the  disadvantages  of  subjecting 
children  of  such  a tender  age  to  school  discipline  far  outweigh  any 
educational  advancement  that  might  be  supposed  to  accrue  thereby. 


Under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  no  child  under  12  can  be  employed 
in  any  Factory  or  Workshop  and  if  a clause  were  added  to  the  Education 
Act  raising  the  age  of  compulsory  attendance  at  Schools  to  6 years  and 
not  allowing  School  Authorities  the  option  of  receiving  children  under  that  age 
it  would  1 feel  convinced  be  a step  in  the  right  direction. 


In  former  reports,  as  in  the  present  one,  I have  mentioned  that  on  the 
occurrence  of  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  the  children 
attending  the  School  affected  are  often  examined  with  the  view  ol  finding 
out  whether  or  not  any  of  them  are  the  subjects  of  the  disease  in  question  in 
such  a mild  form  that  it  does  not  prevent  them  from  carrying  on  their  work, 
and  speaking  generally,  I always  find  that  a large  proportion  of  the  children 
so  examined  have  some  affection  in  a more  or  less  marked  degree  of  the 
throat,  nose,  ears,  eyes  or  teeth. 


The  one  condition  under  which  any  great  advantage  would  be  obtained  by 
allowing  children  under  five  years  of  age  to  attend  School  would  be  by  the 
j)rovision  of  a frequent  medical  examination  of  these  children  together  with 
those  in  the  higher  standards  so  that  the  many  infantile  disorders,  that  at 


present  exist,  mig-ht  be  ascertained  at  an  early  age  and  means  taken  to 
remedy  the  defects  when  they  are  most  amenable  to  treatment  and  which 
if  treated  early,  would  be  less  likely  to  give  rise  to  further,  and  more 
serious,  trouble  in  later  life. 


Such  a supervision  would  of  course  entail  an  increased  expenditure, 
but  the  benefits  obtained  thereby  would  I think  far  outweigh  any  consideration 
of  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence,  and  in  the  light  of  statistics  that  have  been 
obtained  as  a result  of  the  medical  examination  of  children  in  Poor  Law  and 
other  Schools  and  judging  from  my  own  experience  I feel  that  “ ’tis  a 
consummation  devoutly  to  be  wish’d.”

The  number  of  Deaths  at  all  ag;es  regfistered  in  the  District  was  125.  In 
addition  to  this  there  were  13  Deaths  of  residents  reg-istered  in  Public 
Institutions  beyond  the  District,  and  as  2 Dea^hr  were  leg-istered  in  the 
District  of  persons  not  belonging^  thereto,  the  nett  Deaths  during  the  year 
numbered  136. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  year,  based  on  an  estimated  population 
of  12,980,  is  10.4  per  1000,  which  is  slightly  more  than  i per  1000  below  the 
corresponding  rate  for  1903  and  for  the  averag'e  rate  of  the  preceding  nine 
years. 

The  Death  Rate  for  Rural  Districts  in  England  and  Wales  for  the  year 
1904  is  given  as  15.3  per  1000. 

The  Deaths  from  Phthisis  were  14,  the  same  number  having  been 
registered  in  1903,  and  this  is  equivalent  to  a Death  Rate  from  that  disease 
of  I per  1000  of  the  population,  or  a percentage  of  the  total  number  of  Deaths 
registered  of  10.

Five  out  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  were  due  to  Premature 
Birth,  a similar  number  were  caused  by  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs, 
and  three  were  due  to  infants  being  accidentally  suffocated  in  bed  by  their 
parents.

The  first  notifications  received  were  of  cases  at  West  End  Chobham  in 
which  part  of  the  District  there  had  been  a number  of  cases  towards  the  end 
of  the  previous  year. 


On  January  3rd  two  cases  were  notified  from  a house  at  West  End  in 
which  five  cases  had  previously  occurred  between  December  12th,  1903,  and 
the  end  of  that  year  seven  children  out  of  a family  of  nine  contracting  the 
disease. 


The  ages  of  the  children  ranged  from  12  years  to  15  months  the  only  two 
escaping'  infection  being  a girl  of  i 1 and  the  youngest  child.  All  the  cases 
were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  where  they  made  a good  recovery. 


Owing  to  the  continuance  of  the  Fever  at  West  End,  the  Schools  there 
were  closed  from  January  11th  to  January  25th  with  good  results  and  the 
authorities  of  the  Bisley  Schools  were  advised  to  exclude  any  children  living 
at  West  End  for  the  above  named  period. 


Whenever  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  are  notified  as  affecting  School  children 
the  School  concerned  is  visited  and  a list  ol  absentees  obtained  from  the  Head 
Master  and  enquiries  are  instituted  concerning  the  reason  for  the  absence  of  any 
children  from  the  School  unless  the  master  has  positive  information  concerning 
such  absence. 
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The  inquiries  so  made  are  often  of  the  greatest  assistance  in  preventing- 
any  spread  of  the  disease  as  it  not  infrequently  happens  that  children 
kept  away  from  School  by  their  parents  on  account  of  what  is  considered  a 
“ sore  throat  ” or  “ a little  feverishness,”  are  found  to  be  suffering-  from  a 
mild  form  of  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria,  and  these  unrecognized  mild  cases 
are  capable  of  causing  the  greatest  mischief  as  the  children  after  the  first 
feeling  of  malaise  speedily  recover  their  normal  stale  of  health  and  mix  with 
their  schoolfellows,  disseminating  infection  broadcast.  It  must  also  be  borne 
in  mind  that  a mild  case  does  not  necessarily  beget  a case  of  a like  nature 
for  occasionally  a very  severe  or  even  fatal  form  of  the  disease  results  from 
infection  contracted  through  the  medium  of  an  extremely  light  case. 


The  only  other  Schools  closed  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
St.  Laurence  Schools,  Chobham,  closure  of  those  Schools  being  advised  from 
May  30th  to  June  1 3th,  and  subsequently  from  July  19th  to  the  termination 
of  the  summer  holidays. 


Five  of  the  cases  notified  proved  after  observation  to  be  some  other 
disease  than  Scarlet  Fever.  72  per  cent  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  although  some  of  the  patients  suffered  from  the  disease 
in  a more  severe  form  than  has  been  customary  of  late,  a fatal  issue  did  not 
supervene  in  any  single  case. 


Scarlet  Fever  is  generally  looked  upon  as  a disease  of  infancy  only 
but  during  the  year  15  per  cent,  of  the  sufferers  were  adults  and  in  one  series 
of  cases  both  parents,  in  addition  two  of  their  children  contracted  the 
disea.se.  In  another  series  4 children  were  notified  as  suffering  from  the  Fever 
in  one  house  and  shortly  afterwards  the  father  fell  ill  with  the  same  disease. 
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Diphtheria 


Diphtheria  was  more  prevalent  in  the  District  than  at  any  time  during- 
the  past  lo  years. 


47  cases  were  notified  during-  the  year  but  in  six  of  those  an  examination 
of  swabs  taken  from  the  throats  of  the  patients  failed  to  reveal  the  specific 
organism. 


The  cases  notified  affected  31  houses  and  72  per  cent,  of  the  patients  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 


The  larg-est  number  of  cases  occurred  at  Byfleet  from  which  Parish  27 
notifications  were  received  and  of  these  the  g-reater  proportion  occurred  in 
March. 


27  cases  eiltogether  were  notified  from  Byfleet  and  17  houses  were  afTected 
5 cases  occuriing-  in  one  house,  3 i*i  another,  and  2 in  four  others. 


On  March  i8th,  two  notifications  were  received  from  Byfleet,  and  on  the 
same  date  St.  Mary’s  Schools,  Byfleet,  were  visited  and  a list  of  absentees 
obtained  from  the  Head  Master. 


Most' of  the  children  away  from  school  were  visited  and  by  this  means 
several  cases  were  discovered  that  owing  to  the  mild  nature  of  the  attack 
might  not  otherwise  have  been  found  out. 
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Owing"  to  the  fact  that  the  patients  were  for  the  most  part  children 
attending"  St.  Mary’s  Schools  it  was  considered  advisable  to  close  the  Schools 
from  March  22nd  until  the  termination  of  the  Easter  Holidays  and  the  Sunday 
Schools  were  also  closed  for  a like  period. 


All  children  who  had  been  in  contact  with  any  known  case  were 
kept  under  observation  until  the  period  of  incubation  of  the  disease  was  over 
and  although  several  cases  arose  in  the  Parish  later  on  in  the  year  it  was  not 
found  necessary  to  interfere  with  the  g'eneral  work  at  the  School. 


Five  of  the  cases  at  Byfleet  occurred  in  the  house  of  a cowkeeper.  The 
first  two  cases  were  notified  on  the  21st  ot  March,  both  patients  being"  at  once 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  members  of  the  family  were 
afterwards  examined  daily  with  the  result  that  two  more  cases  were  taken  to 
the  Hospital  on  the  24th  and  one  on  the  25th  of  March. 

The  cases  were  all  of  an  extremely  mild  type  but  in  the  series 
just  quoted  the  greatest  care  had  naturally  to  be  exercised  in  order  to 
safeguard  the  health  of  the  general  public  without  inflicting  unnecessary 
hardship  on  the  cowkeeper.  Nearly  all  the  cases  were  found  to  be  due  to 
contact  with  a previous  case  and  in  no  one  instance  could  the  existence  of  the 
di.sease  be  traced  to  milk. 


Six  cases  were  notified  from  the  Gordon  Boys’  Home,  West  End, 
Chobham,  and  3 from  St.  Nicholas  Home,  Byfleet. 


There  was  also  another  case  from  the  Gordon  Boys  Home  but  in  this 
instance  the  patient  left  the  Home  on  April  30th  for  a visit  to  Guildford  at 
which  place  he  was  seen  by  a doctor  and  lound  to  be  suffering  fiom 
Diphtheria  whereupon  he  was  removed  to  the  Guildford  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital.  This  will  serve  to  instance  the  mild  character  of  the  disease  that  is 
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occasionally  found  amongst  persons  who  have  contracted  Diphtheria  as  it  was 
stated  that  the  boy  was  medically  examined  before  leaving  the  house  and 
when  he  left  he  appeared  to  be  in  the  enjoyment  of  good  health  but  felt  ill  for 
the  first  time  on  his  journey  to  Guildford. 


On  October  5th  notification  was  received  of  a case  of  Diphtheria  in  the 
Parish  of  Chobham  near  Sunningdale.  The  patient  was  a child  of  4 years 
of  age  and  on  visiting  the  premises  one  of  the  other  children  was  found  to  be 
suffering  from  a slight  nasal  discharge  which,  according  to  the  mother,  had 
resulted  from  a cold  contracted  some  four  or  five  weeks  previously.  A 
bacteriological  examination  of  the  discharge  showed  the  presence  of  Pseudo 
Diphtheria  bacilli  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  so  called  cold  was  a mild 
case  of  Diphtheria  and  that  the  boy  had  been  attending  School  when  he  was 
suffering  from  that  disease. 

It  is  cases  such  as  this  that  serve  to  show  the  importance  of  regular  and 
frequent  examination  of  school  children  v.'ith  the  view  amongst  other  objects 
of  limiting  and  preventing  the  spread  of  diseases  of  an  infectious  or  contagious 
character. 

Several  other  children  in  the  neighbouring  Parish  attending  the  same 
School  suffered  from  Diphtheria  about  that  time  necessitating  closure  of  the 
Schools  and  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  disease  was  spread  by  means 
of  infection  imparted  from  such  a mild  and  unrecognised  case  as  that  just 
referred  to. 

Application  was  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  sanction  to 
enable  the  Council  to  provide  Diphtheria  Antiloxin  free  of  charge  as  a 
remedial  agent  and  prophylatic  for  the  use  of  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the 
District,  and  the  necessary  sanction  having  'been  procured,  the  Medical 
Practitioners  in  the  District  were  advised  that  they  could  obtain  the  antitoxin 
at  any  time  by  applying  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  where  a stock  is  always 
kept  and  frcc|uently  changed  to  ensure  the  supply  being  in  a fresh  condition. 
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It  is  hoped  that  medical  men  will  take  full  advantage  of  this  whenever  the 
necessity  arises  as  the  serum  apart  from  its  curative  properties  has  been  shown  in 
many  instances  to  possess  a marked  prophylactic  character  and  by  its  early  use 
not  only  the  mortality  but  the  number  of  eases  might  be  sensibly  reduced. 


Enteric  Fever 


Five  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  two  being  reported 
in  April,  two  in  October,  and  one  in  December. 


Four  of  the  cases  were  notified  from  the  Parish  of  Byfleet,  the  fifth 
occurring  at  Bagshot  in  the  Parish  of  Windlesham. 


One  ol  the  cases  notified  from  Byfleet  in  April  ended  fatally  the  patient 
having  been  an  invalid  for  some  time  from  heart  disease  and  in  this  case 
it  was  found  that  the  water  used  for  drinking  purposes  by  the  patient  was 
taken  from  a well  that  had  been  contaminated  by  drainage  pollution. 


The  case  notified  in  December  was  contracted  out  of  the  District,  and  in 
none  of  the  other  three  cases  could  the  origin  of  the  disease  be  ascertained. 
Confirmation  of  the  diagnosis  was  obtained  by  means  of  the  widal  reaction  in 
three  instances. 


Puerperal  Fever 


Two  cases,  both  from  Horsell  were  notified,  one  in  March,  the  other  in 
October,  the  latter  of  the  two  being  attended  with  a fatal  result. 
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Both  patients  had  been  attended  by  midwives.  The  midwife  attending- 
the  case  in  March  was  present  at  the  confinement  on  the  6th  of  that  month, 
having  attended  a case  in  Woking  on  the  previous  day.  She  also  attended 
another  case  at  Woking  on  March  i ith  and  all  three  of  the  patients  developed 
Puerperal  Fever,  the  last  patient  dying  therefrom.

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Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 


Five  representations  under  the  Housing-  of  the  Working-  Classes  Act 
1890,  were  made  with  respect  to  one  house  in  the  Parish  of  Chobham,  one  in 
the  Parish  of  Windlesham,  and  three  in  the  Parish  of  Byfleet. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  in  any  case  to  apply  to  the  Magistrates  for  a 
Closing  Order  as  the  owners  carried  out  the  work  required  by  the  Council. 


Building  Bye-Laws 


The  Bye-Laws  with  respect  to  New  Streets  and  Buildings  at  present  in 
force  in  the  District  were  made  by  the  Guardians  of  the  Chertsey  Union  in 
1885  and  are  practically  the  model  series  of  Bye-Laws  as  issued  by  the 
Local  Government  Board.  The  same  Bye-Laws  are  still  in  force  in  the 
Walton-on-Thames  District  and  until  this  year  were  also  in  force  in  the 
Chertsey  Urban  Disirict,  but  it  was  felt  that  in  some  respects  these  Bye-Laws 
might  be  successfully  remodelled  so  that  while  retaining  or  even  adding  to 
the  main  body  of  the  clauses  dealing  with  sanitation  of  dwellings  some 
difterence  might  be  made  under  certain  conditions  with  respect  to  the 
structure  of  buildings. 


A committee  was  accordingly  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  new 
Bye-Laws  and  a small  deputation  waited  on  the  Local  Government  Board 
with  the  object  of  eliciting  the  views  of  the  Board  with  respect  to  the 
provision  of  clauses  that  would  allow  of  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings. 

O 


Two  sets  of  model  Bye-Laws  with  respect  to  new  builidngs  have  been 
recently  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  one  series  intended  to  apply 
to  Urban  Districts  and  the  other  to  Mural  Districts,  but  in  the  tatter,  the 
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Bye-Laws  beyond  making- provision  for  a proper  damp  course  in  every  wall 
of  a new  building-  referred  only  to  general  matters  of  Sanitation,  and  it  was 
felt  that  these  Bye-Laws  w'ould  be  unsuitable  for  the  more  populous  and 
urban  parts  of  the  District  in  the  Parishes  of  Windlesham,  Byfleet,  Chobham, 
and  Horsell,  whereas  the  urban  series  of  Bye-Laws  would  be  of  too  restrictive 
a character  for  the  more  essentially  rural  parts  of  the  District, 


This  was  explained  to  the  ofTicials  of  the  Local  Government  Board  who 
stated  that  they  did  not  think  the  Board  would  offer  any  objection  to  a series 
of  Bye-Laws  that  would  as  it  were  be  a mean  between  the  Rural  model  on 
the  one  part,  and  the  Urban  model  on  the  other,  and  they  instanced  some 
clauses  in  force  in  other  Districts  that  might  have  the  desired  effect. 


'I'he  question  of  remodelling  the  present  series  of  Bye-Laws  was  first 
considered  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  when  some  cases  of  overcrowding 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council,  the  excuse  given  in  every  instance 
by  the  occupiers,  being-  that  they  were  not  in  a position  to  pay  the  rent 
demanded  for  a cottage  containing  more  suitable  accomodation  for  the  needs 
of  their  family,  and  on  the  other  hand  the  owner  of  the  property  stated  that  he 
was  unable  to  erect  buildings  containing  five  rooms  in  accordance  with  the 
present  Bye-baws  and  let  them  at,  say  from,  2/6  to  3/-  a week  without 
suffering  a direct  loss. 


He  expressed  his  willingness  to  build  some  wooden  houses  if  the  Council 
would  sanction  such  a preceding,  but  this  the  Council  were  unable  to  do  with 
the  Bye-Laws  as  at  present  in  use,  for  such  Bye-Laws  have  the  force  of  Acts 
of  Parliament  and  until  rescinded  they  must  be  enforced  by  the  Council. 


Since  the  matter  was  first  considered  by  the  Council  the  question 
of  Rural  housing  has  been  freely  discussed  in  the  Press  and  has  given  rise  to 
a fair  amount  of  what  might  be  called  hysteria  but  there  is  no  doubt  that

wooden  houses  can  be  built  that  from  an  aesthetic  point  of  view  can  compare 
favourably  with  the  ordinary  inartistic  brick  abomination  that  is  everywhere 
disfig-uring-  the  land  and  that  will  at  the  same  time  satisfy  all  the  requirements 
of  modern  hyg’iene. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Committee  had  decided  as  to  the  main  points 
they  were  prepared  to  advise  the  Council  to  adopt  in  connexion  with  the 
proposed  Bye-Laws  and  it  is  hoped  that  a draft  form  will  shortly  be  ready  for 
submission  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


In  the  previous  year  reports  were  tendered  to  the  Council  respecting"  the 
advisability  of  adopting^  a sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parishes  of  Byfieet  and 
florsfell  and  as  regards  the  former  Parish  it  was  pointed  out  that  if  the 
necessity  of  scavenging  St.  Nicholas  Homes  should  arise  the  cost  of  this  work 
would  amount  to  about  £300  per  annum  if  the  sewage  from  the  Homes  was 
removed  daily  by  the  method  at  present  in  vogue  in  the  Parish. 


This  amount  added  to  that  at  present  expended  on  the  scavenging  of  the 
Parish  would  mean  a yearly  expenditure  of  about  £1000.  The  matter  was 
taken  into  consideration  by  a special  Committee  who  recommended  the 
Council  to  engage  an  engineer  to  take  the  levels  and  to  formulate  a scheme 
for  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  of  the  Parish.  The  Council  adopted 
the  Committees  report  and  appointed  Messrs.  Elliott  and  Brown  to  report  upon 
the  scheme. 

When  the  report  from  the  Engineers  was  received  it  was  forwarded  to 
the  Parish  Council  of  Byfleet  for  an  expression  of  their  opinion  on  the  question 
and  at  a meeting  of  that  Council  held  on  May  2nd  of  the  year  under 
consideration  it  was  unanimously  resolved  “that  a sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  scheme  for  the  Parish  was  necessary  and  should  be  provided.” 
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This  view  of  the  Parish  Council  was  apparently  not  accepted  by  a certam 
section  of  Parishioners  for  at  a largely  attended  Parish  Meeting  held  later  in 
the  year  to  consider  the  question  it  was  unanimously  resolved  as  follows— 
“ Seeing  that  the  population  of  Byfleet  is  just  over  2000  and  is  distributed  over 
about  12  miles  of  roads  the  adoption  of  a general  sewerage  scheme  would 
impose  an  unnecessary  burden  on  the  ratepayers  of  the  Village  and  that  no 
such  scheme  be  adopted.” 


The  same  meeting  however  further  resolved  “that  in  view  of  a sewerage 
scheme  being  found  necessary  in  the  future,  this  meeting  recommends  that  the 
land  approved  by  the  Parish  Council  for  a sewage  outfall  site  be  now 
purchased  and  it  required  for  that  purpose  be  in  the  meantime  used  as  a 
sc.'ivenging  dej'ot  ’’ 


In  view  of  the  expression  of  opinion  at  the  Parish  Meeting  which  was  the 
direct  opposite  ot  that  held  a few  months  previously  by  the  members  of  the 
Parish  Council,  the  District  Council  resolved  not  to  ])roceed  for  the  present 
with  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish,  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  second  ol  the  two  resolutions  passed  at  the  meeting  of  parishioners  they 
entered  into  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  land  that  had  been 
recommended  by  the  Engineers  as  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  sewage 
disposal  but  the  owner  of  the  land  in  question  refused  to  dispose  of  it  for  any 
other  purpose  than  that  of  sewage  disposal. 


'Peniporary  arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  the  sewage  from 
St.  Nicholas  Home  is  treated  on  land  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Home 
hut  the  present  agreement  with  the  uwner  of  this  land  might  lapse  any  time  and 
in  that  event  Byfleet  would  probably  be  saddled  with  a scavenjjing  rate  only 
slightly  less  than  would  have  been  the  case  had  the  Parish  elected  to  provide 
for  the  more  efficient  system  of  sewage  disposal  advocated  by  the  Council. 
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A water  carriag’e  system  of  sewerage  was  advised  in  the  case  of  Byfleet 
more  perhaps  for  the  reason  of  expediency  than  for  urgency, and  the  cost  of  the 
work  as  estimated  by  the  Engineers  would  not  have  exhausted  much  more  than 
half  of  the  borrowing  powers  of  the  Parish,  but  in  the  case  of  Horsell  it  was 
felt  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  portions  of  the  Parish  could  only  be 
properly  and  efliciently  remedied  by  the  adoption  of  some  system 
of  sewerage. 


This  was  the  view  taken  by  the  Horsell  Parish  Council  at  a meeting  held 
by  them  in  April  when  they  unanimously  approved  of  the  report  of  a 
special  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  drainage  scheme  presented  by 
Messrs.  Elliott  and  Brown  in  which  they  recommended  that  the  District 
Council  was  of  opinion  that  the  scheme  should  be  adopted  at  the  earliest 
possible  date. 


The  report  of  the  Committee  was  subsequently  submitted  to  at 
general  Parish  meeting  when  it  was  resolved  that  the  scheme  was  a suitable 
one  and  that  the  necessary  steps  should  be  taken  in  order  to  put  the  work  in 
hand  as  soon  as  possible. 


The  District  Council  have  accordingly  applied  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  sanction  to  obtain  the  money  required  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
scheme  submitted  by  the  Engineers,  and  at  a meeting  held  on  August  30^1^ 
the  seal  of  the  Council  was  affixed  to  the  provisional  agreement  for  the 
purchase  of  land  at  Horsell  for  the  proposed  Sewage  Works.

During  the  course  of  the  year  water  mains  trom  the  Woking  Wate  * 
Company  have  been  laid  in  the  Parish  of  I'yrford,  and  Horsell  receives  its 
water  sup[)ly  from  the  same  Company. 


Byfleet  is  .sup[)licd  by  the  West  Surrey  Waterworks  Company,  the 
remaining  four  f’arishes  being  at  present  without  a public  supply. 


The  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company  was  again  approached  witlji 
the  view  of  obtaining  a supply  of  water  for  the  Parishes  of  Windlesham , 
Chobham,  and  Thorpe,  but  the  d mands  of  the  Water  Company  wer  j 
considered  too  unreasonable  by  the  Council,  and  the  Parishes  named  are  stii  1 
relying  upon  shallow  wells  as  the  principal  source  of  thiir  water  suj)ply. 
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In  February  the  South  Weet  Suburban  Water  Company  wrote  that  they 
d,stnbut,on  wtth  water  at  the  rate  of  ,/,  per  ,000  gallons  up  ,0  the  daily 


rne  Counc.l  were  unable  to  entertain  this  jiroposal  and  the  Company  was 
as  .ed  uhether  they  would  carry  out  the  necessary  work  under  a guarantee  and 
in  answer  to  this  request  the  Council  were  informed  that  the  Directors  of  the 
ater  Company  had  given  the  matter  of  the  supply  to  Windlesham  their 
consideration  and  that  they  were  able  and  willing  to  lay  the  mains  and  supply 
the  water  to  the  inhabitants  upon  sufficient  owners  and  occupiers  of  houses 
entering  into  a binding  agreement  with  the  Company  to  take  the  water  and 

pay  the  rates  for  the  same  tor  a number  of  years  and  in  accordance  with  the 
Waterworks  Clauses  Act. 


During  the  year  monthly  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  of  the 
of  the  water  supplied  by  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company  have  been  mode 
by  Dr.  Redeal  and  his  reports  thereon  will  be  found  embodied  in  the 
Weybridge  Urban  District  Council  Report. 


Cowsheds  and  Dairies 


These  have  all  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  exhibit  a marked 
improvement  over  former  years. 


A new  series  ot  Regulations  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council  which 
come  into  force  in  March  1905,  with  the  exception  of  one  clause  limiting  the 
air  space  in  cowsheds  to  600  cubit  feet  per  cow  which  does  not  come  into  force 
until  1907.

191  Deaths  were  registered  in  the  District  during  the  year,  this  number 
including  50  Deaths  that  occurred  at  the  Union  Infirmary  and  the  Isolation 
Hospital  half  of  which  were  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the  District. 

There  were  4 Deaths  of  residents  registered  in  Public  Instutions  beyond 
the  District,  the  nett  Deaths  at  all  ages  belonging  to  the  District  being  170.

Only  4 Deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs  occcrred  as 
against  9 from  the  same  causes  in  the  previous  year  but  there  were  13  deaths 
from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  three  of  which  occurred  in  the  Addlestone  Ward, 
one  in  the  Outer  and  the  remainder  in  the  Chertsey  Ward. 


One  Death  that  occurred  in  the  Addlestone  Ward  from  suffocation  due  to 
overlaying  has  previously  been  commented  upon. 


Five  of  the  16  deaths  referred  to  “deaths  from  all  causes”  in  Table  IV 
were  ascribed  to  Convulsions  and  the  cause  of  death  in  6 other  instances  was 
registered  as  Debility,  Syncope,  Inanition,  Marasmus,  Atrophy  and 
Atelectasis.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  greatest  number  of  cases 
occurred  in  the  .\ddlestone  Ward  from  wnich  Ward  99  cases  were  notified, 
more  than  three  times  the  number  of  cases  notified  in  the  previous  year.  The 
numbers  notified  in  the  Chertsey  Ward  are  identical  with  those  for  1903  and  in 
the  Outer  Ward  only  15  cases  were  notified  as  agninst  24  in  1903. 


Chertssy  Urban  District. 
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Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 


Whooping  Cough  was  much  less  prevalent  than  during  the  former  year 
and  only  i death  from  this  Disease  was  registered  as  against  15  deaths  in 
1903. 


A number  of  cases  ot  Measles  occurred  among  the  children  attending 
Longcross  Schools  in  March  but  information  respecting  the  outbreak  was  only 
received  when  nearly  all  the  susceptible  children,  (those  who  had  not  suffered 
from  Measles  in  the  previous  year)  had  contracted  the  Disease. 


The  average  attendance  at  the  Schools  naturally  suffered  but  it  was 
considered  that  no  material  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  would  occur  if  the 
School  was  kept  open. 


Cases  of  Measles  ware  reported  by  school  teachers  in  Addlestone 
towards  the  end  of  May  and  the  Chapel  Park  Infants  School  was  closed  from 
May  30th  to  June  13th  and  as  fresh  cases  were  being  reported,  closure  was 
continued  for  another  week  until  June  20th. 


The  Infants  Department  of  St.  Paul’s  Schools,  Addlestone,  was  also  closed 
from  the  last  named  date  until  July  1 ith. 


Five  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  as  having  been  caused  by 
Measles,  this  Disease  having  been  responsible  during  the  past  20  years  for  53 
Deaths.  During  the  same  period  Whooping  Cough  has  caused  80  deaths,  or 
ten  times  as  many  deaths  as  have  been  due  to  Scarlet  Fever. 


Ghertssij  Urban  District. 
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Small  Pox 


Information  was  received  in  November  of  a case  in  Chertsey  that  was 
suspected  to  be  Small  Pox,  but  althoug-h  there  were  several  signs  and 
symptoms  that  bore  a strong  resemblance  to  that  disease  it  proved  fortunately 
to  be  of  a non  infectious  nature. 


Several  Small  Pox  ■‘Contacts’’  came  into  the  District  during  the  year 
and  these  were  all  kept  under  observation  for  the  usual  period,  the  disease 
in  each  instance  having  probably  been  warded  off  by  Vaccination. 


Scarlet  Fever 


This  Disease  was  never  entirely  absent  from  the  District  during  .'my 
month  of  the  year,  but  was  most  prevalent  in  the  Chertsey  Ward  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  and  in  the  latter  part  in  the  Addlestone  Ward. 


12 1 Notifications  were  received  and  of  this  number  99  were  received 
from  Addle.stone,  a larger  number  than  had  previously  been  reported  in  any 
one  year  for  the  whole  of  the  District.  The  only  satisfactory  feature 
in  connexion  with  the  disease  being  the  small  fatality,  for  notwithstanding 
the  number  of  cases  there  was  only  one  death. 


59  Cases  occurred  in  26  houses,  the  gre.atest  number  of  notifications 
received  from  any  one  house  being  4 and  altogether  88  houses  were  affected. 

In  January  and  February  the  disease  jirincipally  affected  the  C.iertsey 
W^ard  in  which  ward  a number  of  Cases  had  occurred  during  December, 
1903,  and  it  was  considered  advisable  to  close  Sir  Wm.  Perkin’s  and 
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the  Windsor  Street  Schools  fora  week  from  January  nth  to  January  i8th, 
a week’s  extension  over  the  usual  Christmas  holidays.  It  was  however 
found  necessary  to  close  Sir  Wm.  Perkin’s  Schools  later  on  from  February 
9th  to  February  22nd,  and  this  was  attended  with  g-ood  results  as  beyond  one 
or  two  sporadic  cases  Chertsey  lemained  practically  free  from  the  disease 
for  the  rest  of  the  year. 


towards  the  end  of  September  cases  beg'an  to  appear  in  the  Addlestone 
Ward  and  from  that  time  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  less  than  78  notifications 
were  received.  The  first  few  cases  were  confined  to  children  attending- 
the  Infants’  Department  of  St.  Paul’s  Schools  and  that  Department  was 
closed  from  September  28th  to  October  17th  and  the  class  rooms  disinfected 
and  cleansed. 


Later  on  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  all  the  tour  Schools  in  the  Ward 
from  the  end  of  the  first  week  in  November  to  November  28th,  and  as  at  that 
date  fresh  cases  continued  to  arise  further  closure  of  the  Schools  was  advised 
until  December  5th,  the  .Schools  at  Ottershaw  also  being  closed  until  that 
date  from  November  14th. 


I hers  is  very  little  doubt  that  the  disease  was  spread  in  the  first  instance 
from  some  child  attending  School  whilst  suffering  from  the  disease  in  a mild 
form  and  the  manner  in  which  such  an  outbreak  might  arise  can  very  well 
be  instanced  by  the  following  case  that  occurred  at  Chertsey. 

Two  cases  of  fever  were  notified  on  February  oth,  both  children  being 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  house  thoroughly  disinfected  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  On  the  following-  day  the  house  was  visited  and  another 
child  in  the  house  who  was  kept  at  home, from  School  was  examined  and  upon 
examination  it  was  found  that  she  was  desquamating  as  a result  of  Scarlet 
Fever.  Prom  enquiries  made  the  information  was  obtained  that  this  child 
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had  suffered  from  a sore  throat  on  January  14th  when  she  was  medically 
attended  and  kept  under  observation  for  a week.  At  the  end  of  that  time  she 
felt  perfectly  well  and  as  no  signs  of  scarlet  fever  had  then  supervened  she  was 
allowed  to  go  to  School  which  she  attended  regularly  until  she  was  kept 
at  home  owing  to  the  occurrence  of  the  two  cases  previously  referred 
to.  This  girl  was  in  the  habit  of  sleeping  with  an  elder  sister  who  was 
a teacher  at  another  School  and  although  the  latter  did  not  contract  the 
disease  it  is  quite  possible  that  she  might  have  been  an  intermediary  in 
spreading  the  infection  Imt  no  direct  evidence  that  such  was  the  case  could 
be  found.  There  can  however  be  little  doubt  that  the  illness  from  which  the 
girl  suffered  in  January  was  a mild  attack  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  that  her 
brother  and  sister  later  on  contracted  the  disease  from  her. 


A somewhat  similar  case  occurred  shortly  afterwards  as  a child  was  found 
to  be  desquamating  from  the  fever  she  had  contracted  some  four  weeks 
previously  but  the  character  of  the  disease  was  so  mild  that  a medical  man 
was  not  called  in  and  the  parents  appeared  to  be  unaware  of  the  infectious 
nature  of  the  disease. 


It  is  not  surprising  that  outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever  should  occur  when 
cases  such  as  those  mentioned  are  found  not  to  be  very  uncommon,  the  only 
surprise  being  perhaps  that  more  cases  do  not  occur. 


78  Cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  seven  of  the 
total  number  notified  were  found  after  observation  to  be  suffering  from  some 
disease  other  than  that  originally  reported. 


During  a considerable  portion  of  the  year  all  of  the  beds  in  the  Scarlet 
Fever  wards  were  occupied  and  it  bicame  necessary  for  patients  suffering 
from  the  lever  to  be  treated  and  as  far  as  possible,  isolated  at  home.  At  one 
lime  in  the  Addlestone  Ward  there  were  13  houses  in  which  cases  were  being 
treated,  the  patients  for  the  most  part  being  taken  to  the  Hospital  as  vacancies 
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occurred,  at  a later  period  in  the  disease.  In  some  instances  the  Children  were 
nursed  at  home  for  the  whole  period  of  the  disease  nor  was  it  found  that  the 
spread  of  the  disease  was  materially  affected  thereby. 


In  one  case  two  children  were  notified  on  the  same  day  as  suflering’  froni 
Scarlet  Fever.  As  there  was  no  room  at  Ottershaw  they  were  looked  after 
at  home.  Two  other  children  ag-ed  12  and  7 lived  in  the  same  house  which 
was  an  ordinary  5-roomed  semi-detached  cottage,  Neither  of  the  other 
children  contracted  the  disease.  In  another  case  a boy  of  12  suffered  from 
the  fever  & remained  for  more  than  a fortnight  in  a three-roomed  cottage  in  which 
there  were  5 other  children  of  ages  ranging  from  16  years  to  9 none  of  whom 
however  failed  with  the  disease.  In  no  instance  did  the  disease  spread  to  other 
houses  in  the  neighbourhood  from  patients  being  treated  in  their  own  homes. 
One  of  the  other  cases  that  occurred  was  that  of  a probaiioner  nurse  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital  who  contracted  the  disease  within  a few  days  of  commencing 
her  duties  at  the  Hospital. 


Diphtheria 


This  disease  was  much  less  prevalent  in  the  District  then  during  the 
previous  year  as  only  17  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  27  in  1903. 

The  average  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  previous  9 y^ars  is 
25,  the  greatest  number  of  notifications  received  in  any  one  year  during  that 
period  being  50  in  1899,  the  smallest  number  notified  being  in  1901  when  only 
1 1 notifications  were  received. 

The  17  cases  notified  during  the  year  affected  14  houses. 

Three  cases  occurred  in  the  Chertsey  Ward,  a like  number  in  the  Outer 
Ward,  and  the  remainder  in  the  .Vddlestone  Ward. 
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The  severity  of  the  attacks  may  be  guaged  from  the  fact  that  5 deaths 
took  place  amongst  the  17  c.  ses  notified. 


This  is  equivalent  to  a case  mortality  of  29  per  cent,  a much  higher 
fatality  than  has  been  associated  with  the  disease  since  the  introduction 
ot  diphtheri  i antitoxin.  It  is  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  the  best  results  from 
antitoxin,  to  make  use  of  the  remedy  at  the  earliest  possible  period  of  the 
disease  the  prognosis  being  always  most  hopeful  when  the  serum  is  used 
on  the  first  day,  but  it  so  often  happens  that  medical  advice  is  not  sought  until 
the  disease,  has  been  in  progress  for  some  days  when  the  diphtheria  virus  has 
has  so  affected  the  ]>atient  as  almost  to  render  nugatory  the  curative  properties 
of  the  antitoxin. 


The  Council  has  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  keeping  a supply  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners 
whenever  the  serum  is  required  for  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  District,  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  the  .serum  can  always  be  obtained 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  which  is  situated  within  the  District. 


Four  adults  contracted  the  disease  during  the  year,  the  remainder  of  the 
patients  bting  children  under  14  years  of  age. 


One  case  was  that  of  a boy  who  had  been  attending  Byfleet  School  and 
as  it  was  reported  that  he  was  absent  from  School  on  account  of  sore  throat 
he  was  examined  and  found  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria  and  at  the  same 
time  it  was  also  found  that  another  child  in  the  house  had  contracted 
the  disease. 


Both  children  were  isolated  at  home  and  made  a good  recovery. 
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63  Two  other  cases  were  notified  as  occurring"  at  the  house  of  a purveyor 
of  milk  in  the  District.  Both  patients  were  immediately  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  and  precautions  were  taken  to  guard  as  far  as  possible 
against  any  contamination  of  the  milk.  Eight  of  the  cases  occurred  during 
the  first  three  months  of  the  year  and  the  last  case  notified  was  that  of  a 
laundry  maid  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 


Enteric  Fever 


Si.x  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  three  in  January,  one  in  May,  one 
in  June,  and  one  in  August. 

Three  were  notified  as  having  occurred  in  the  Chertsey  Ward  and  three 
in  the  Addlestone  Ward  one  of  the  cases  eventually  proving  to  be  other  than 
of  the  nature  certified. 


Two  of  the  cases  that  occurred  in  Chertsey  were  those  of  a married  cou[)le 
the  husband  bei  ig  the  first  to  contract  the  disease.  He  was  for  a time 
attended  by  his  wife  but  was  removed  to  the  Hospital  on  January  8th  and 
within  a fortnight  it  was  found  that  his  wife  was  suffering  from  the  same 
disease  which  in  her  case  was  unfortunately  attended  with  a fatal  result 


One  other  death  occurred  during  the  year  from  Enteric  Fever,  the  patient 
in  this  instance  being  a young  girl  12  years  of  age,  whose  case  was  notified 
on  the  3rd  of  May. 


The  only  information  that  could  be  elicited  bearing  in  any  way  upon  the 
origin  of  the  disease  in  this  case  was  that  the  child  had  eaten  some  winkles 
within  the  period  of  incubatation  of  the  disease.  The  winkles  had  been 
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purchased  from  Billing'Sg’ate  Market  but  were  said  to  have  been  fresh  and  some 
had  also  been  eaten  by  other  members  of  the  family  without  the  latter 
sufferings  therefrom. 


Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 


A fairly  comprehensive  inspection  of  tlie  Cottages  in  the  District  had  been 
made  during"  the  previous  year  with  the  result  that  it  was  tound  necessary 
to  make  representations  under  the  Mousing"  of  the  Working"  Classes  Act 
in  respect  of  35  Cottages. 


In  7 instances  the  Council  resolved  to  take  proceedings  under  the  Housing 
of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1903.  These  cases  were  heard  on  January 
gth,  and  a closing  order  was  made  in  each  instance. 


During  the  year  under  consideration  two  Cottages  were  inspected  in  the 
Addlestone  Ward  that  were  in  such  a condition  as  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  but  upon  the  owner  being  informed  of  the  condition  thereof  he 
resolved  to  close  the  houses  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  in  any  other  case 
to  make  any  representations  to  the  Council  with  regard  to  Cottage  jiroperty 
in  the  District. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds 


There  were  13  Cowkeepers  on  the  Register  and  all  the  Cowsheds  have 
been  inspected  several  times  during  the  year. 
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At  a g-eneral  inspection  of  the  different  sheds  made  during  the  month 
of  May  some  contravention  of  the  Ilegulations  was  found  in  nearJy  every 
instance,  either  from  the  roofs  not  being  limewashed  or  from  the  absence 
of  a proper  channel  for  drainage  or  from  an  inlet  to  a drain  being  situated 
within  the  shed. 


Written  notices  were  served  on  all  the  owners  or  occupiers  in  respect 
of  the  non  observance  of  the  res^ulations  and  the  sanitary  inspector 
subsequently  reported  that  these  notices  had  all  been  complied  with  thus 
obviating  the  necessity  of  taking  further  proceedings  to  enforce  the 
regulations. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


The  Surveyor  reports  that  during  the  year  good  progress  has  Ijeen  made 
with  the  drainage  Schemes  in  the  District. 

o 


In  the  Chertsey  Ward  two  sections  out  of  the  three  have  been  taken  over 
by  the  Council  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  third  section  will  soon  be  taken 
over,  but  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  this  section  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  pipes  were  not  found  to  be  sufficiently  water  tight 
to  allow  house  connections  thereto  to  be  commenced. 


On  the  two  sections  taken  over  house  connections  have  commenced  and 
up  to  the  end  of  the  year  65  houses  had  been  connected. 


In  the  Addlestone  Ward  where  the  system  is  one  of  gravitation  as 
compared  with  the  Ejector  System  in  the  Chertsey  Wa.rd,  the  w'hole  of  the 
Scheme  was  taken  over  by  the  Council  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  sint.e 
that  time  good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  connections. 
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Plans  for  the  drainage  of  634  houses  have  been  passed  by  the  Council 
and  of  this  number  500  have  been  connected,  or  rather  more  than  half  the 
number  of  houses  within  the  drainage  area  of  this  Ward  exclusive  of  those 
houses  in  Addlestone  Moor  which  will  be  taken  into  the  Chertsey  section.

House  to  House  Inspection 

During  the  past  year  I have  made  a systematic  house  to  house  inspection 
and  have  inspected  348  houses  in  the  District  and  nave  served  notices  on 
owners  and  occupiers  where  necessary.  As  a result  of  this  inspection  the 
general  condition  of  the  cottage  property  has  been  considerably  improved. 
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Tents,  Vans,  and  Sheds 


During  the  year  I have  inspected  50  vans,  65  tents,  and  5 sheds,  making 
a total  of  120  inspections,  and  I found  3 cases  of  overcrowding,  which  were 
abated  after  notices  served.  7 notices  were  served  to  provide  a proper  water 
supply,  4 notices  to  provide  proper  receptacles  for  water,  and  i notice  to 
thoroughly  cleanse  a van,  all  these  notices  being  complied  with. 


Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  4 registered  houses  providing  accommodation  for  1 17  persons. 
I have  made  26  inspections  during  the  year.  Limewashing  was  carried  out  in 
each  of  the  houses  twice. 

Slaughter  Houses 

There  are  6 Registered  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  District.  I have  made 
22  inspections  of  these  and  saw  that  they  were  cleansed  and  limewashed

Several  visits  have  been  made  to  the  butchers  and  Fishmongers  shops  and 
I am  pleased  to  report  that  I did  not  find  any  unsound  meat  or  fish. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds 


There  are  18  Cowkeepers  and  10  Purveyors  of  milk  on  the  Register. 
5 applications  for  Registration  have  been  made  to  the  Council  during  the  year 
and  3 Cowkeepers  and  4 Purveyors  of  Milk  have  left  the  District.  I have 
regularly  inspected  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  making  in  all  75  inspections. 
All  Cowsheds  were  cleansed  and  limewashed  twice  during  the  year. 
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Bakehouses 


There  are  iS  Bakehouses  in  the  District,  i being-  underg-round.  I have 
made  49  inspections  during  the  year  and  beg  to  report  that  they  have  all  been 
cleansed  and  limewashed  twice  during  the  year,  and  are  in  good  condition. 


Workshops 


There  are  58  of  these  in  the  District.  Visits  have  been  made  to  them  and 
1 beg  to  report  they  are  in  a very  satisfactory  condition.

Number  of  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 


99  Deaths  were  reg-istered  in  the  District  during-  the  year  but  3 of  these 
were  deaths  of  non-residents  and  were  referred  to  other  Districts. 


There  were  also  18  deaths  of  residents  reg-istered  in  public  institutions 
beyond  the  District  making  the  nett  deaths  at  all  ages  belonging  to  the 
District  1 14. 

The  population  to  the  middle  of  the  year  has  been  estimated  at  1 1,200  and 
on  this  basis  the  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  lo-i  per  1000. 


This  is  1.8  per  thousand  below  the  Death  Rate  for  the  previous  year  and 
is  1.5  per  1000  below  the  average  rate  of  the  years  1894-1903. 


The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  16.2  per  thousand  and  for  Rural 
Districts  in  England  and  Wales  15.3  with  which  figures  the  Death  Rate  for 
Walton-on  Thames  compares  very  favourably. 

53  of  the  total  number  of  Deaths  belonged  to  the  Walton  Ward,  49  to  the 
Hersham  Ward,  and  12  to  the  Oatlands  Ward. 


10  Deaths  occurred  from  Phthisis  as  against  12  in  1903,  and  this  is 
equivalent  to  a Death  Rate  from  that  disease  ol  0.89  per  1000. 


There  were  7 deaths  from  Cancer  as  against  5 in  the  previous  year  but 
only  I from  Whooping  Cough  whereas  9 deaths  from  that  disease  were 
registered  in  1903.  There  has  also  been  a marked  diminution  in  the  number 
of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  the  number  being  24 
in  1904  as  against  33  in  the  previous  year. 
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Number  of  Births  and  Birth  Rate 


'I'lie  number  of  Births  registered  was  294  which  is  equivalent  to  a Birtl 
Rate  of  23.5  per  1000. 


This  is  3.8  per  1000  below  the  same  Rate  for  1903  and  is  the  lowest  Rat 
lecorded  since  1896. 


The  corresponding"  Rate  for  Eng"land  and  Wales  is  27.9  per  1000,  that  fo 
Rural  Districts  being"  26.8. 


Infant  Mortality 


There  were  12  Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  in  the  Walton  Ward,  i 
in  Ilersham,  and  3 in  the  Oatlands  Ward,  making  a total  of  25  as  agains 
30  in  1903. 


The  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  is  94  which  is  2 per  looo  Births  below  th 
average  rate  of  the  preceding  10  years  and  6 below  the  correspondin 
rate  in  1903. 

The  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  in  England  and  Wales  is  146  per  100 
Births. 

There  were  8 deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs,  a thir 
of  the  total  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  recorded  from  those  diseases,  and  a 
in  the  preceding  year,  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  were  recorded  i 
the  Walton  Ward,  5 being  registered  in  tliat  Ward,  2 in  the  Hershar 
Ward,  and  one  at  Oatlands. 
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One  death  occuraed  from  Whooping’  Cough  and  one  from  Diarrhoea,  and 
of  the  nine  deaths  which  are  included  in  Table  IV.  as  having  been  due  to  other 
causes  6 were  registeretl  as  being  caused  by  Malnutrition  and  Marasmus 
or  wasting,  5 deaths  in  the  Hersham  Ward  being’  ascribed  to  the  last 
mentioned  cause. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate 


The  deaths  from  the  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  were  : Measles 
3,  V\'hooping  Cough  i.  Enteric  Fever  1,  and  Diarrhoea  i,  making  a total 
of  6 as  against  15  in  1903. 


The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  foi  the  year  is  only  0.5  per  1000,  the 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  being  1.94  per  looo  and  that  for 
Rural  Districts  in  Englan  1 and  Wales  1.28  per  1000.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  16  fewer  cases  were  notified 
than  in  1903  the  total  number  of  notifications  being  4 below  the  average  of  the 
preceding  years. 
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Scarlet  Fever 


1 8 cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  7 from  Walton  Ward,  8 from  th 
Hersham  Ward  and  3 from  Oatlands  Ward. 

Three  of  the  cases  were  contracted  out  of  the  District,  one  ot  which  gav 
rise  to  two  other  cases  and  one  was  a return  case. 


The  three  cases  in  the  Oatlands  W'ard  occurred  in  one  house,  all  th 
patients  being  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 


14  cases  out  of  the  18  notified  were  removed  to  the  Hospital  at  Ottersha 
and  all  the  patients  made  a good  recovery. 


Diphtheria 


Only  4 cases  were  notified  as  against  12  in  1903  and  of  these  one  was  i 
imported  case. 


All  of  the  patients  were  removed  to  the  Hospital. 


Enteric  Fever 


Four  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received,  i in  February,  2 
September  and  i in  November. 
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Two  of  the  cases  notified  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  with 
rcgfard  to  one  of  these  it  was  found  that  the  original  diagnosis  was  at  fault,  the 
disease  the  patient  was  suffering  from  proving  to  be  Phthisis. 


It  will  be  noted  that  in  Table  IV.  one  death  has  been  registered  as  being" 
caused  by  Enteric’ Fever. 

'I'he  patient  was  a woman  who  was  removed  to  the  Union  Infirmary  on  the 
29th  February  suffering  from  alcoholic  neuritis  and  on  the  14th  of  March  she 
was  transferred  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  as  it  was  thought  that  some  of  her 
symptoms  pointed  to  Enteric  Fever.  The  case  was  notified  as  having 
occurred  in  the  Chertsey  Urban  District,  and  the  patient  died  two  days  after 
her  removal  to  the  Hospital. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 


A number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  in  the  Walton  and 
Hersham  Wards  during  July  but  the  cases  were  neither  so  numerous  nor 
so  severe  as  in  the  spring  of  the  preceding  year.  It  was  however  found 
necessary  to  close  the  Infants  School  at  Walton  and  Hersham  as  well  as  the 
Hersham  Mixed  School. 

The  former  were  closed  for  three  weeks  from  July  7th  and  the  latter 
for  a similar  period  from  July  iSth. 

Information  was  received  from  the  Head  Master  of  the  Walton  County 
Schools  in  July  that  a number  of  children  were  absent  from  School  on  account 
of  Measles  and  on  enf|uiry  it  was  found  that  there  were  over  70  absentees  who 
were  suffering  from  Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Mumps. 


The  Schools  were  accordingly  closed  from  July  18th  for  three  weeks. 
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Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 


A consid 'Table  nu  nber  of  insp.'Ctioni  of  Cottag'e  property  was  made 
during'  the  year  and  all  minor  defects  found  were  remedied  alter  notice  served 
on  the  owner  or  occupier  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  but  it  was  found  necessary 
to  make  20  representations  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act 
with  respect  to  20  Cottages,  19  of  which  were  situated  in  the  Walton  Ward 
and  1 in  the  Hersham  Ward. 


In  every  case  the  walls  of  the  Cottages  in  addition  to  being  defective  and 
dilapidated  were  found  to  be  excessively  damp  owing  to  the  absence  of  a 
proper  damp  course. 


Notice  was  served  on  the  owner  in  each  instance  by  the  Council  and  it  was 
not  found  necessary  to  resort  to  further  proceedings. 


In  1902  10  houses  were  reported  on  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  in  1903  representations  were  made  with  respect  to  21  houses,  making  a 
total  of  51  during  the  past  3 years,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  District  has 
benefited  by  the  attention  that  has  been  given  to  the  conditions  of  the  housing 
of  the  working  classes. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds 


These  have  all  been  regularly  inspected  during  the  year  and  have  been 
kept  clean  and  in  accordance  with  the  Itegulations  in  force  in  the  District. 
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An  important  advance  in  the  endeavour  to  ensure  the  purity  of  the  milk 
supply  was  made  by  the  Council  appointing"  a Veterinary  Surg"eon  to  make  a 
quarterly  inspection  of  all  the  milch  Cows  on  the  Reg^istered  farms  in  the 
District. 


Mr.  A.  Payne,  M.R.C.V.S.,  was  selected  by  the  Council  and  in  addition 
to  the  regular  quarterly  inspection  of  the  Cattle  he  kept  under  observation  any 
cow  that  showed  a defect  likely  to  contaminate  the  milk  in  any  way. 


In  April  he  reported  that  in  one  farm  he  found  a cow  with  mastitis,  the 
secretion  from  one  quarter  being"  of  a greyish  looking"  colour.  On  the  same 
farm  there  was  another  cow  giving  a jjoor  quality  of  milk. 


Both  cows  were  disposed  of. 


At  another  farm  he  found  a cow  with  paralysis  of  the  tail  and  incontinence 
of  urine.  The  milk  was  not  used  in  the  general  supply  and  ultimately  the  cow 
was  sold. 


In  two  other  instances  cows  were  found  with  affected  quarters  and  were 
disposed  of  by  the  owners. 


In  July  it  was  reported  that  4 cows  were  found  with  some  disease  of  the 
udder,  the  milk  in  two  instances  Ijeing  described  as  a colourless  serous  fluid 
with  flocculi  in  suspension.  The  cows  were  disposed  of. 

In  the  October  report  it  was  stated  that  three  cows  were  found  at  one  farm 
giving  milk  each  from  one  quarter  respectively  with  almost  the  same  physical 
character,  viz.  : a whey-like  fluid  containing"  yellowish  solid  particles.  There 
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was  no  appreciable  mastitis  in  either  of  the  afTecteci  quarters.  The  cows  were 
isolated  and  later  on  disposed  ol. 


At  another  farm  one  cow  had  to  be  excluded  from  the  milking"  herd  on 
account  of  the  defective  quality  of  the  milk. 


In  the  I cport  tor  tiie  last  quarter  it  was  stated  that  with  the  exception  of  2 
cows  all  the  others  in  the  District  were  sound  and  healthy  and  udders  free 
from  disease.  The  two  cows  referred  to  would  be  kept  under  observation 
until  they  were  sufficiently  recovered  for  their  milk  to  be  used  for  human 
consumption. 


Water  Supply 


12  samples  of  water  from  wells  within  the  District  have  been  analysed 
during-  the  year  and  of  these  3 samples  were  found  to  l->e  good  according  to 
chemical  analysis,  i indifferent  and  8 bad. 


In  July  the  water  from  6 wells  in  Murhill  ltd.  were  examined.  The  wells  all 
of  the  shallow  variety  & dry  steined  & in  every  instance  the  condition  of  the  water 
was  found  to  be  bad,  one  water  which  had  been  used  for  the  purposes  of  washing 
up  dairy  utensils  |)artaking  more  of  the  nature  of  a sewage  ellluent  than  of  a 
drinking  water.  Its  use  was  immediately  discontinued  and  efforts  have  been 
made  to  obtain  an  extension  of  the  water  main  along  the  road  so  that  the 
cottagers  facing  the  road  may  be  able  to  obtain  a supply  of  water  from  the 
West  Surrey  Water  Company  who  have  recently  completed  the  work  of 
building  two  large  subsidence  reservoirs  which  it  is  hoped  will  increase  the 
purity  of  the  supply. 
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Arrang’ements  have  been  made  with  the  other  Districts  in  the  Chertsey 
Union  for  a monthly  chemical  and  bacteriolog;ical  examination  of  the  water  as 
supplied  by  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company. 


This  work  has  been  carried  out  by  Dr.  Rideal  and  the  result  of  his  analysis 
together  with  his  reports  thereon  will  be  found  tabulated  at  the  end  of  the 
Weybridge  report. 


The  following  information  with  respect  to  the  sewerage  of  that  part  of  the 
District  at  .\pps  Court  and  Cottimore  Lane  the  work  of  which  has  now  been 
successfully  completed,  and  the  rainfall  table  and  particulars  of  new  buildings 
has  again  been  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  Ralph  Wilds  the  Surveyor  for  the 
District.

Population 


The  popu'ation  of  the  District  at  the  last  Census  was  5329  and  has  been 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year  under  consideration  as  5877. 


Number  of  Deaths  & Death  Rate 


The  numlier  of  Deaths  that  occurred  in  the  District  was  54.  Three  deaths 
of  persons  belonging:  to  the  District  were  also  Registered  as  having  occurred 
at  the  Union  Infirmary,  St.  Peter's  Home,  Woking,  and  Brookwood  Asylum 
bringing  the  total  number  of  Deaths  up  to  57. 


The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  based  on  the  population  given  above  is  9.S 
per  1000  which  is  0.5  below  the  average  of  the  preceding  10  years.  It  is  also 
6.5  per  1000  below  the  same  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  and 
ha.l  it  not  been  for  what  might  be  called  imported  deaths  due  to  accident  and 
suicide  the  rate  would  have  been  still  lower,  as  apart  from  those  deaths  the 
figures  would  have  been  8.3  instead  of  9.7. 


The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  has  been  given  as  16.2  per  1000 
and  that  for  Rural  Districts  in  England  and  Wales  as  15.3  per  loco. 

Only  one  death  occurred  from  Cancer  as  against  4 and  7 in  the  two 
preceding  years  and  there  were  also  only  three  deaths  from  Phthisis  which  is 
equivalent  to  a death  rate  from  that  disease  of  0.5  per  1000,  the  corresi)onding 
rate  for  the  previous  year  being  1.05  per  1000.

One  death  was  reg-istered  as  having  occurred  from  malignant  Scarlet 
Fever,  the  first  death  that  has  occurred  foom  this  disease  in  the  District  for  the 
last  20  years. 


Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  91, 


This  is  equivalent  to  the  extremely  low  Birth  rate  of  15.4  per  lOOO.  It  is 
6.3  per  1000  below  the  average  rate  of  the  to  preceding  years  and  it  is  no  less 
than  12.9  per  lOJO  below  t!ie  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 


It  is  the  lowest  rate  that  has  ever  been  recorded  in  the  District,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  it  is  the  lowest  rate  that  ever  will  be  recorded. 


Infantile  Mortality 


There  were  10  deaths  of  Infants  under  1 year,  the  cause  of  deaths  in 
each  instance  being  set  forth  under  Table  IV.  at  the  end  of  this  report. 


This  rate  is  always  calculated  on  the  proportion  of  deaths  under  I year 
to  the  births  that  were  registered  during  the  year  and  is  expressed  as  a rate 
per  1000  births. 


The  rate  lor  the  year  is  109  per  lOOO. 


Weyhridge  Urhcni  District 


This  is  considerably  hig-her  than  the  averagfe  rate  in  the  District  for  the 
years  1894-1903,  and  is  due  to  the  fact  that  whilst  the  actual  number  of  deaths 
that  occurred  are  about  the  averag-e  the  number  of  births  reg-istered  are 
considerably  below  the  averag-e.  In  dealing-  wtth  small  populations,  rates  such 
as  this  are  bound  to  fluctuate  from  year  to  year,  and  this  is  well  exemplified 
in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  in  the  District  for  1903  and  1904,  which  were  in 
the  former  year  only  37  per  looo  and  in  the  latter  109. 


Ihe  rate  of  Infantile  Mortality  for  Eng-land  and  Wales  is  g-iven  as  146  per 
icoo  and  that  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  as  125  per  1000. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate 


The  Death  Rate  from  the  seven  chief  Epidemic  Diseases  is  0.85  per 
1000,  the  same  rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  being  1.2S  per  1000. 


There  were  tw^o  deaths  from  Measles  and  one  each  from  Scarlet 
Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea.

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Scarlet  Fever 


22  cases  (;t  this  Disease  were  notified,  14  of  the  patients  hein^  removed 
:o  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Ottershaw. 


16  houses  were  affected,  6 cases  being'  notified  from  2 houses,  3 cases  in 
2ach  house,  and  4 cases  from  2 other  houses. 


As  may  be  seen  from  the  foregoing'  table  the  disease  was  not  prevalent  in  the 
District  at  any  one  time  of  the  year,  the  greatest  number  of  cases  occurring 
[lerhaps  during  the  summer  months. 


Three  cases  occurring  in  one  family  were  notified  in  July  and  what  is 
rather  unusual  is  that  out  of  a family  of  seven  children  the  only  ones  who 
ontractcd  the  disease  were  the  three  youngest,  neither  ol  whom  was  of  school 
age.  As  the  children  lived  on  premises  occupied  by  a purveyor  of  iiiilk  the 
cases  were  removed  at  once  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  other  children 
excluded  from  attending  school  and  were  examined  daily  until  the  incubation 
period  of  the  disease  had  passed. 


On  the  1st  of  August  a child  living  in  Dorchester  Road  was  notified  a.s 
suffering  from  Scarlet  I'ever  and  as  the  case  was  of  a mild  nature  and  could 
be  isolated  no  objection  was  raised  to  the  mother  nursing  the  patient 
at  horn  - but  16  days  later  the  mother  contracted  the  disease  whereuiion  both 
patients  were  taken  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 


On  May  24th  nolilication  was  received  of  a case  of  Scarlet  Fever  ironi 
Dorchester  Road  and  on  enquiry  it  was  found  that  the  patient,  an  adult,  had 
been  taken  ill  two  days  after  his  return  to  Weybridge  from  the  Midlands,  and 
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the  attack  was  of  such  a severe  nature  that  death  supervened  a day  after 
receipt  ot  the  notification,  the  first  death  that  has  been  attributed  to  this  disease 
in  the  District  since  18S3. 


Owingf  to  the  occurrence  of  5 cases  in  January  among'st  children  attending' 
the  Weybridge  Schools  the  latter  were  visited  and  the  children  present  were 
examined,  a list  of  absentees  being  obtained  at  the  same  time.  Particulars 
with  regard  to  the  absentees  were  obtained  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  in 
no  instance  was  non-attendance  due  to  an  unrecognized  case  of  lever. 


Diphtheria 


12  cases  of  this  dise.ise  were  notified  during  the  year,  being  the  largest 
number  of  notifications  received  in  any  one  year  during-  the  past  10  years. 


Eight  of  these  notifications  were  received  during  the  summer  months. 


One  case  was  reported  on  June  7th  and  from  information  received 
it  appeared  highly  probable  that  the  patient  had  contracted  the  disease  out 
of  the  District. 


Two  other  cases  were  notified  on  June  iith  and  June  i6th.  All  three 
patients  were  children  attending  the  same  School,  the  child  who  was  notified 
as  having  contracted  the  disease  on  the  i ith  June  being  an  intimate  friend 
of  the  first  patien*-,  and  the  third  child  was  in  fhe  habit  of  sitting  next  to  the 
former  at  School  so  that  there  was  a definite  connexion  between  these 
three  cases. 
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Four  other  cases  were  notified  on  July  19th,  August  2nd,  August  lOth  and 
August  19th,  and  swabs  were  taken  from  the  throats  of  each  case  after 
notification,  but  in  three  instances  a bacteriological  examination  failed  to  reveal 
the  presence  of  the  specific  organism  of  Diphtheria. 


Fight  ol  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  disease 
being  of  a mild  natnre  in  nearly  every  instance. 


During  the  year  application  was  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
permi>sion  to  su[)ply  Dif)htheria  Antitoxin  for  the  use  of  the  poorer  inhabitants 
of  the  District,  and  this  l>eing  granted  the  matron  of  the  Cottage  Hospital 
kindly  consented  to  keep  a small  supply  there  for  use  when  needed,  the  medical 
I’ractitioners  in  the  District  being  advised  of  this  by  a circular  letter. 


Enteric  Fever 


Four  cases  were  notified  as  against  2 in  the  previous  year  and  one  of  the 
cases  was  unfortunately  attended  with  a fatal  result  the  i)atient  being  a little 
boy  who  developed  symptoms  of  the  fever  about  a fortnignt  after  his  return 
home  from  the  seaside.  Enejuiries  were  instituted  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
tlte  disease  was  contracted  but  without  any  satisfactory  information  being 
obtained. 


One  of  the  other  patients  was  a young  man  living  in  Weybridge  who  was 
in  the  habit  of  going  daily  to  London  and  it  is  possible  that  the  disease  was 
contracted  there. 


The  case  notified  in  September  was  certainly  contracted  out  of  the  District 
as  the  patient  in  this  instance  was  taken  ill  the  day  following  her  arrival  on  a 
visit  to  some  friends  in  the  District. 
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The  following  Table  has  been  made  out  in  order  that  the  number  of  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  as  well  as  the  total  number 
of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the  year  may  be  compared 
with  the  numbers  notified  in  each  year  since  1895.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds 


Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  new  series  of  regulations  with 
respect  to  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  that  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council  and 
will  come  into  force  on  March  25th,  1905. 
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In  addition  to  these  the  Council  have  taken  further  steps  in  the  supervision 
of  the  milk  supply  by  the  appointment  ot  a Veterinary  Surg'eon  who  has  made 
three  examinations  oi  the  cows  belonj^ing"  to  the  Ueg’istered  Cowkeepers 
in  the  District. 


In  April  Mr.  Payne  reported  that  he  had  examined  85  cows  and  that  at 
one  farm  he  found  a cow  suffering  from  Mastitis,  giving  milk  from  one  of  the 
quarters  that  was  of  a turbid  character  containing  a certain  amount  of  blood 
and  pus.  This  cow  was  disposed  of.  At  another  farm  a cow  had  ulceration 
of  all  four  teats.  She  was  excluded  from  the  milking  herd  and  was 
subsequently  sold. 


In  August  as  a result  of  his  examination  Mr.  Payne  reported  that  all  the 
cows  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  practically  sound  and  healthy  and  he  was 
unable  to  trace  any  disease  or  abnormality  of  the  udders  or  milk. 


In  the  last  report  made  in  November  it  was  stated  that  two  cows  were 
suffering  from  what  was  thought  to  be  a temporary  affection  of  the  udder  and 
that  their  milk  would  not  be  used  for  human  consumption  until  they  had 
regained  their  normal  condition.  These  cows  were  kept  under  observation  and 
a month  later  Mr.  Paine  wrote  to  the  effect  that  the  milk  could  then  be  usedlcr 
human  consumption. 


The  reports  made  by  Mr.  Paine  for  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  Districts 
are  of  great  value  as  showing  the  importance  of  veterinary  inspection  and  the 
undoubted  benefit  that  must  be  gained  thereby.  The  Cowkeepers  in  the 
District  did  all  they  could  to  help  him  in  his  inspections  and  readily  carried 
out  his  advice  as  to  the  .segregation  and  disposal  of  unhealthy  animals. 
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Water  Supply 


In  the  report  ior  1903  on  the  Water  Supply  of  the  District  it  was 
mentioned  that  in  conjunction  with  the  Weybridye  Urban  Disttrict  Council,  the 
Councils  for  the  Chertsey  Rural,  and  the  Chertsey  and  Walton-on-Thames 
Urban  Districts  had  made  arrang-ements  with  Dr.  Rideal  fora  monthly  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination  of  the  water  as  supplied  by  the  West  Surrey 
Water  Company. 


Under  this  arrangement  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  Dr.  Rideal 
from  Byflet't  in  the  Chertsey  Rural  District  in  April  and  September,  1904,  and 
on  January  5th,  1905,  from  Chertsey  in  March,  May  and  August,  from  Walton 
in  February,  July  and  November,  and  from  Weybridge  in  January,  June  and 
October. 


d he  following  is  a tabulated  statement  of  the  results  cf  the  analyses  made 
during  the  year. 
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From  the  results  of  the  examination  made  in  January  Dr.  Rideal  expressed 
it  as  his  opinion  that  according'  to  chemical  analysis  the  water  was  of  fair 
quality  for  a filtered  Thames  supply  at  that  time  of  the  year,  but  that  the 
bacteriologfical  examination  showed  the  presence  of  undesirable  org^anisms  in 
larg'er  quantities  than  should  be  permitLed. 


The  following-  month  it  was  reported  that  the  water  was  distinctly  brown 
in  colour  and  although  much  diluted  contained  approximately  the  same  amount 
of  organic  matter  as  in  January  which  was  associated  with  a larger  number 
of  organisms  indicative  of  pollution  an'l  was  consequently  in  a worse 
condition. 


The  report  for  March  stated  that  the  water  was  of  a very  slight  brown 
colour  but  showed  an  improvement  both  chemically  and  bacterially  on  the  two 
former  samples. 


1 he  analysis  made  in  April  showed  that  the  water  was  very  similar 
in  quality  to  that  sent  the  previous  month  showing  that  the  improvement  then 
recorded  had  been  maintained,  but  the  number  of  “ Coli  ” organisms  was 
stated  to  be  still  too  high  for  a good  public  supply. 


In  May,  June  and  July  the  examinations  made  led  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  water  was  improving  in  quality,  but  that  in  August  and  September  it  was 
not  so  good  as  regards  its  bacterial  content. 


The  results  of  the  examination  in  October  were  not  so  good  and  Dr.  Rideal 
stated  that  he  regarded  the  increase  in  the  number  of  “ Coli  ” organisms  as 
very  unsatisfactory,  but  in  the  following  month  the  water  was  found  to  be 
of  good  bacterial  quality  as  evidenced  by  the  absence  of  “ Coli  ” organisms 
and  of  spores  of  bacillus  enteritidis  sporogenes. 
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The  sample  taken  at  Byfleet  on  January  sth,  1905,  was  reported  on  as  not 
being  so  efficiently  filtered  as  on  former  occasions. 


Samples  of  the  water  forwarded  to  the  Lister  Institute  in  1903  for  the 
purposes  ol  bacteriological  examination  were  very  adversely  commented  upon 
and  the  reports  tendered  by  Dr.  Kideal  in  the  early  part  of  1904  were 
extremely  distjuieting  but  later  examinations  show'ed  that  there  was  an 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  water  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the 
completion  and  use  of  the  new  subsidence  reservoirs  the  character  of  the  water 
will  not  in  the  future  vary  to  the  extent  it  has  done  in  the  past  and  that  the 
Company  will  be  able  to  provide  the  consumers  with  a water  of  a high 
standard  of  purity  as  judged  by  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological 
examination. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


32  houses  were  connected  with  the  sewers,  all  of  these  having  been  newly 
constructed.  In  the  previous  two  years  the  number  of  new  connections 
were  41  and  37. 


The  total  number  of  connections  since  1895  is  1168. 

It  is  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  that  the  sewer  in  Cavendish  Road 
should  be  lowered  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  in  a further  area  of  St.  George’s 
Hills  on  the  west  side. 

The  Surveyor  has  instructions  to  prepare  a Scheme  for  the  construction 
of  main  sewers  for  the  drainage  of  the  Byfleet  Road  area  which  was  not 
provided  for  by  the  original  Scheme.  1 his  will  be  proceeded  with  as  soon  .is 
arrangements  can  be  made  with  the  owners  of  the  estates  through  which  the 
outfall  must  pass 
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New  Streets  and  Buildings 


Plans  for  the  construction  of  one  new  street  have  been  approved. 


36  plans  of  new  Building's  and  15  plans  of  additions  to  buitding's  (making 
a total  of  51  as  against  53  in  the  previous  year)  were  submitted  for  approval 
under  the  Bye-laws.
